A Hesume of the Legislation in Wis- 
consin During the Present Session of 
the Legisiature,

MAD180N, Wis., March 30.—The thirty-fitth an- 
nual session of the Legislature of Wisconsin 
will adjourn sine die at 12 o'clock noon tomor- 
row, alter a session of eighty days. The average 
for the past thirteen years has been sixty-seven. 

There were introduced in the Senate 444 bills, 

thirty-two joint resolutions, twenty-eight reso- 

lutions, six memorials to Congress, and fifty-one 

memorials and petitions. In the Assembly, 434 

bills were introduced, thirty-three joint resoiu- 

tions, sixty-one resolutions, 438 memorials and 
petitions, and five memorials to Congress. The 
number of acts passed at this session 
is 340, against 334 last year, and 323 in 188%. The

The Commissioner 
answered that he believed the 100,000 rations 
which he referred would be sufficient till a 
the 10th of April, after which time he would 
notify the additional number of supplies that 
would be necessary. It is the opinion of the 
Commissioner that the rations will have to 
be issued for at least four weeks longer 
in the lower lands of Desha, Phillips, Lee, Poin- 
sett, and Crittenden Counties. The Government 
boat C. B. Reese, commanded by Maj. Benham, 
returned this morning, having issued rations at 
several points, and sent food to the sufferers of 
Little River by flatboat. Judge Mangum, who 
made the trip with the United States officers, ro- 
ports everything us having passed off as pieas- 
antly as possible. 

EVERYONE SHOWED A WILLINGNESS 

to render what assistance thev could in helping 
distribute the 2 Small, unpleasant 
matters that da existed awhile before 
were all right, and everything now 
mov in perfect order. A supply was left at 
Council Bend for Dr. Peters, who fully appre- 
ciliates the generosity of the Government, and 
though he at first thought that the pianters and 
merchants could furnish the gufferers, he is now 
willing to acknowledge that it would be impos- 
sible to do without the National aid.

A STRANGE TRAGEDY. 


Murderand Suicide on a Railroad Train. 

The Cincinnati Gazette gives the following ad- 
ditional lars of the murder of Alexander 
C. Wingate, a passeuger-train ou the Ohio & 
Mississippi Railroad Wednesday morning, and of 
the subsequent death of the murderer: 

Auditor Cappeller was aboard the train, in the 
car immediately forward of the Louisville 
Sleeper.“ in regard to the affair he said: 
“The man who did the shooting 
crazy, or to have the deiirium-tremens. 
constantly going through the cars all night long, 
and saying that some thrée- monte men 
were after him, wanting to rob him and kill 
him. He had a t $00, and asked the con- 
ductor to keep it for bim, which the latter ro- 
fased to do, and tried to induce che 
man to go to bed and keep quiet, 
This he would not do, and asked the 
porter to keep his money, which the porter also 
refused todo. He then went to several of the 
passengers in turn and asked them to do the 
same thing, but they all refused. He then 
wanted one of the passengers in the Louisville 
sleeper to allow him to get into bed with him, 
and while talking to this passenger a man got 
out of his bed to go to the water-closet 
or t a drink at the water-cooler. in- 
stantiy the man talking to the nger 
exclaimed: ‘There is one of them now,’ 
and, draw his revolver, fired, striking 
the man in left breast, killing him almost 
instantly. The man who nad fired the shot 
then rushed to the door of the car and leaped off. 
The train was then a few miles west of Seymour, 
Ind., and as the man jumped was crossing a 
small bridge about forty feet high, over a creek, 
the train running at the rate of forty miles an 
hour. Nothing was learned of the man’s fate 
until the train arrived at Lawrenceburg, when 
it was found that he had been drowned in the 
water of the creek. The conductor refused to 
allow any of the passengers to examine the dead 
man, 60 no more.attention to him.”

SECRET SOCIETIES.

REVERTING TO THE SUBJECT OF AUTHORITY, 
the letter says: “It is not Catholic doctrine 
that all power comes from the peopie, and that 
rulers do not exercise authority as their own, 
but as intrusted to them by the people. The 
Catholic doctrine is that the grant of power is 
not given by the people, but they only designate 
who is to wield it. 
AS TO THE PRIEST, 
the people are commanded to seek the law from 
his lips, and in all matters of civil life apper- 
taining to faith and morals the priest has the 
right to speak and the peopie are required to 
listen. This doctrine, it is said, may be un- 
popular with moderna liberalism, but that does 
not prove it untrue.”

CRIMINAL LAW REFORM. 

Thereport of the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee at Springfield in opposition to the ap- 
pointment of a commission to examine the 
criminal code and report to the next Legisla- 
ture is a good specimen of special pleading. 
It may satisfy the jack-lawyers who joined 
in it, but in all essential respects it is untrue, 
disingenuous, and dishonest. The report 
scarcely states one truth, or half of a truth. 
It isatissue of misstatements deliberately 
conceived to throw dust in the eyes of the 
people and conceul the merits of the subject 
under a cover of simplicity and ignorance. 

The Judiciary Committee know well that 
members of the Legislature at a regular ses- 
sion have no time, and no disposition if they 
had the time, to consider a subject of this 
kind. When all the corporations in the 
State are to be “regulated,” or threatened 
with regulation, there is little opportunity 
for debating criminal law or disposing of ab- 
stract principles of right or wrong. There is 
more vitality in the bilis providing for the 
care of criminals after they have been caught 
than in those which would prevent the com- 
mission of crime. A log-rolling bill making 
excessive appropriations for charities“ for 
the benefit of speculators hasten times the 
support that any codification of the laws, 
however necessary, would have. There are a 
thousand other more congenial subjects 
claiming the attention of members and clam- 
oring for action at each regular session. The 
pretense that a regular session could dispose 
of the question of a reform of the criminal 
procedure better than a commission could is 
simply dishonest. 

The committee say in another part of their 
report that the present criminal code of the 
State works reasonably well and secures 
substantial justice.” This is a misrepre- 
sentation of the facts which we would be 
glad to believe was unintentional. The state- 
ment is not true, and is known to the signers 
of the report as false. The present code does 
not “work reasonably well.” Nor does it 
“secure substantial justice.” It works ill, 
and it promotes injustice. It causes inter- 
minable delays to defeat justice. It affords 
humerous avenues of escape for every auda- 
cious and influential criminal. It exalts the 
importance of quibbles and technical de- 
fenses. It puts money in the pockets of tne 
““successful eriminal lawyers,” and in so 
doing robs justice and soclety of their dues. 
Any criminal in Cook County can keep out 
of the penitentiary under oxisting laws as 
long as his money holds out or he has in- 
fluéntiai friends who will interest them- 
selves in his behalf; and ‘elf the crime in 
the State is committed in this great county. 
and committed mainly because the criminal 
classes know that the law is loose, defective, 


and easily broken through, 


The committee decide offhand that the 
“innovations” proposed are “ doubtful.” 
That is precisely the point which the Gov- 
ernor wished to have a tommission to in- 
vestigate and detérmine. The changes sug- 
gested are not “doubtful,” and they are not 
“innovations.” They have been tested and 
approved in the experience of all the older 
States of this Union. They are in full force 
and effect now in New York, Pennsylvania, 
and Ohio—the three States which lead IIli- 
nois in population, age, wealth, and experi- 
ence. The House Judiciary Committee, 
when it speaks of these necessary changes 
as if they were entirely novel or a rash ex- 
periment in jurisprudence, reveals its own

THE STAR-ROUTE FTLUN DRB. 

The recent letting of the contracts for the 
transportation of the mail over the star 
routes“ which were managed hy Brady and 
those since indicted with him fer frauds, has 
resulted ina net saving to the Government 
of $1,600,166. The letting in 1683 is for 
four years, and the annual reduction is 
about one-half the rates granted by the 
old ring. Four Mars ago this serv- 
ice in the Western Territories and 
Pacific States was let to the “lowest bid- 
ders.“ When the new service began in Ar- 
kansas, California, Colorado, Kansas, Louisi- 
ana, Nebraska, Neyada, Oregon, Texas, 
Arizona, Dakota, Idaho, New Mexico, Mon- 
tana, Utah, Washington, Wyoming, and In- 
dian Territory, the cost per contract was 
$2,000,280. In less than a year this cost had 
been “advanced” to $3,706,997. The advance 
was $1,697,717. Nearly all this advance had 
been made on routes controlled by thirteen 
men. The Dorseys held 134 routes at a con- 
traet price of $143,169, and the pay of these 
routes had been increased by Brady’s office 
to $632,808, The other contracts were man- 
aged in the same way, and when Postmaster- 
General James took charge of the depart- 
ment in 1881 the charges were as follows as 
compared with what they will be under the 
new contracts of 1882:

The 
great reduction in the cost of this supposed 
mail transportation is due to the fact that not 
only was the charge in each case grossly ex- 
aggerated, but the service largely fictitious, 
The gang of robbers not only charged three 
or four times a fair price for the service, but 
they rendered in many cases no service at 
all. It was therefore a double robbery. 
Every dollar of the money paid out on all 
these contracts was paid only upon the sworn 
vouchers of the contractors that the service 
had been faithfully performed, and also upon 
the sworn or forged certificates of Postmas- 
ters to the same effect. 

lt is not surprsing that these gentry who 
for three years reaped this rich harvest of 
fraud are battling strenuously to corrupt the 
prosecution and defeat the ends of justice.

RAILROAD LEGISLATION BEFORE CON- 


GRESS. 

Judge Reagan has been reviewing before 
the Commerce Committee of the House the 
arguments made by the railroad attorneys in 
opposition to his bill for the regulation of 
inter-State railroad commerce. He has made 
some good points on the ex-parte railroad 
statements. Me exposed in part the bugbear 
of Canada railway competition in case the 
railroads of the United States shall de sub- 
jected to Government restraints by remind- 
ing the committee that Mr. Vanderbilt is now 
the President of the Canada Southern, which 
ig controlled, along with its eastern and 
western connections, by the Vanderbilts and 
the New York Central management. There 
is sufficient wealth, enterprise, and intrigue 
among the American railroad magnates to 
protect themselves under any circumstances 
against Canada competition, and even to pos- 
sess themselves of the control of all the 
Canada railroads, if that shall prove to 
be necessary. Besides, the people of this 
country are not so vitally coneerned in the 
possible competition of the Canada roads as 
they are in the adoption of a National system 
of supervision which shall protect the pro- 
ducers and merchants of the United States 
from the irregularities, discriminations, and 
extortions of American railway manage- 
mefit. There is every confidence that the 
American railway managers can take care of 
their own interests. 

Judge Reagan also submitted a conclusive 
reply to the objection that the New York 
Central Railroad, lying wholly within the 
limits of one State, would be exempt from 
the operations of the proposed National law, 
and, by breaking bulk at Boffalo in through 
consignments of freight from the West tothe 
Bast, or vice versa, might evade and defeat 
the intent and effect of the law, This is a 
proposition which has been argued by Tue 
TRIBUNE on its merits, and it has been shown 
that decisions already rendered by the Su- 
preme Court warrant the belief that no such 
evasion would be tolerated in the case of the 
New York Central or any other corporation 
lying wholly within one State which 
should receive and carfy freight con- 
signed from one State to another. But 
Judge Reagan contented lf with 
this one pertinent question: It the

Until that circumstance shall 
be explained it is not necessary to take par- 
ticular pains to show that the New York 
Central will not be especially favored by any 
project of inter-State regulation. 

There was never any torce in the objection 
that the Reagan bill does not provide for 
the regulation ot the waterways, and hence 
unjustly discriminates against the railroads. 
Judge Reagan's answer to that point is 
complete. The waterways are free public 
highwdys, and it will be time to regulate 
their use whenever it shall appear that they 
are under the control of a monopoly. No- 
body has ever doubted that the railroad cor- 
porations would be very glad to have water 
freights fixed at the level of railroad freights, 
which they would like to establish by com- 
bination; but the American public prefer 
that the water-routes: be left free and open 
to all, that they may perform the service 
which Nature provided, and serve as a par- 
tial cheek upon the rapacity of the rallro d 
corporations, 

It is unfortunate that Judge Reagan’s un- 
questioned sincerity and the time and ability 
he has given to the subject of National regu- 

tion of the railroads are hampered by his 
adherence to the one bill which bears his 
name. That bill is seriously, if not fatally, 
defective in failing to provide a National 
Commission for the administration and en- 
foreement of the wise provisions it contains. 
It is a headless scheme. If passed, it would 
be a law without an executive. The princi- 
ples would be all right in the main, but there 
would be no machinery for earrying them 
into effect. This is the one standing objec- 
tion to the Reagan bill, and it has lost for that 
measure much of the popular support and 
active individual effort that might otherwise 
have been exerted in its behalf. It is not im- 
possible that the Commerce Committee of the 
present Congress has taken up this bill, 
knowing its defect, in preference to other 
bills not open to the same objection, or to 
making up a new bill containing the best 
features of several measures that have been 
introduced, because it was believed that 
more excuse could be found for allowing it to 
be defeated than there would be for the 
failure of a satisfactory commission Dill,

BLOOD ON THE MOOR. 

The Democratic papers are circulating a 
story of a most remarkable sort concerning 
the personal relations of Wade Hampton and 
John Sherman. The story is told with such 
circumstantial detail, and dates and names 
and places harmonize so well, that it seems 
impossible it could have been made out 
of whole cloth. As the end is not yet 
reached, and the blood-spoton the moon may 
be an augury of sanguinary warfare or pre- 
cipitate retreat, Tux Tuns will give its 
readers the substance of the story. The 
seene opens in the Senatorial barber-shop, 
with Wade Hampton in one chair and John 
Sherman in the next, both lathered and wait- 
ing to be shaved and shorn. The situation is 
thus described: 

Senator Hampton was in the Senate barber's 
chair, having his double-chin shaved and bis 
huge side whiskers trimmed, several days ago, 
when Senator Sherman eatered. There are two 
chairs side by side in the Senate barber-ahop. 
One was vacant. The Obie Senator 9 his 
angular figure into the vacant chair, called 
to the second barber to trim his hair and whis- 
kers and then-give bis head a god rub. As he 
sat down be glanced over ina calm way toward 
Senator Hampton, and then he turned toward 
him and said, with an attempt to be pleasant: 
Ah, Govarnor, morning. You must de 
hav delightful weather in your State by this 
time.“ Senator Hampton raised himself siowliyv 
up at this, and, turning his lathered and indig- 
pant face toward the Ohio Senator, be looked at 
bim in the deliberate fasbion of a man su 


at an unusual display of impudenee, and then 
Slowly sank back into his chair without a word. 


Now for the explanation of the cut, and 
we give it from the same Democratic sources. 
Considered as a cut per se, the spectacle of 
the fiery Southron, with his Mars-like 
front all belathered, rising in his seat to 
wither lank and pacific John Sherman with 
a glance, and the subsequent silence, un- 
broken except by the scraping of razors and 
snipping of scissors, is comical, but the de- 
nouement, as the moon rises with a crimson 
spot of blood on its face, changes thecomedy 
into something very like a tragedy. 

Thescene changes from the light prolog of 
the barber-shop to the imperial theme of the 
last campaign. During that campaign Sher- 
man made a violent personal assault upon 
Hampton and Hampton demanded his proofs 
and inclosed his post-office address. A 
Northern gentleman inelosing his post-office 
address confeys a favor upon his correspond- 
ent. Whena Southern gentieman conveys 
that epistolary intelligence it implies an im- 
pending invitation to a personal encounter 
before breakfast for the satisfaction of honor, 
etc., ete. Sherman did not take the hint, not 
being aman of war. Shortly after there ap- 
peared in the Charleston Mercury a series of 
articles from a correspondent vilifying 
Hampton, charging him with being accessory 
to the murder of thirty or more negroes, with 
fraudulent bankruptcy, with swindling cred- 
itors, and with other offenses not usually 
considered compatible with honor. This 
was also used against Hampton in the cam- 
paign. 

The scene again changes to Washington. 
Hampton has returned and is busying him- 
self trying to find out who wrote those Mer- 
cury letters. He discovers him. It is one 
Rolland H. Kirk, a clerk appointed in the 
Treasury Department from South Carolina. 
He goes to Secretary Folger and asks him if 
he thinks it proper to retain such a man in 
the department. The Secretary sends for 
Kirk and asks for his resignation. Kirk’pro- 
tests that he has a wife and six children de- 
pendent upon him for support, and that he 
wrote the letters under orders from his supe- 
rior. The action now grows dramatic, and we 
quote again from the Democratic version of 
the story:

THE TARISY AND THE INTERNAL REV- 

The creation of the internai-revenue sys 
tem was made the pretext for increasing very 
largely the tariff dues. In speaking on the 
Tariff act of July 14, 1868, Morrill said: 

On delaines there is but 25 per cent ad valorem 
on gray and 5 per cent more ou colored at the 
present time. We tax the cotton put into ro 
goods oue- half cent a ta pound, and we also tax 
the manufacturers 3 per cent on their products; 
and 4. last year the manufacturers of muslin 
del in the absence of all such internal 


taxes, were not able to realize a single picayune 
of profit from that branch of the business. 


On this representation of the wees of the 
delaine manufacturers Congress added to 
tne ad valorem duty of W per cent on de- 
laines then existing a specific duty of two cents 
per square yard. Morrill said in advocating 
such an additional duty: 1 admit that in 
these goods which only cost from two pence 
and three pence to five pence and six pence per 
yard this duty will amount to a large percent- 
age. But the sum total is very small and no 
more than reasonable.“ ‘The specific tax per 
square yard was clearly intended to be an 
offset to the internal-revenue taxes. But 
those taxes have been removed, and the 
tariff on delaines—far from being reduced— 
has been largely increased since the close of 
the War. Delaines are now as manu- 
factures of wool not othe provided 
for“ at the rate of 50 cents per pound and 
per cent ad valorem, which is équivalent to 
a duty of 67% per cent. This has been the 
outcome of Mr. Morrill’s temporary war 
measure,” The taxes have been doubled. 

It would be possible to multiply indefi- 
nitly quotations from the speeches of lead- 
ing protectionists during the War urging an 
increase of the tariff to offset the burdens 
imposed upon manufacturers by internal- 
revenue taxes. Mr. Fessenden, of Maine, 
said in advocating the ‘lariff act of June 30, 
1864: 

The policy of the country, I take it, ia to get

In speaking on the same bill Morrill said: 

Such sources of revenue as have not already

our wants. This has made an increase of inter- 
ual duties necessary, and that increase to a con- 
siderable exteat imposes upon us the duty as 
woll as affords us the power of obtaining an in- 
creased reyenue from duties on — 1 from 
abroad. When we impose a tax 5 per cent 
upon our manufactures and increase 
to the same extent upon foreign manufactures, 
we leave them upon the same reiative footme 
they were at the start, and neither has cause of 
complaint. 

The tax on manufactures was repealed 
long ago; yet the courftervailing duties have 
been retained and largely increased, On the 
average, considering the change in values, 
the customs duties since 1864 have advanced 
50 per cent. There are now no internal-rev- 
enue taxes left which dear hardly on pro- 
ductive industries. But the hypocritical 
pleas of Morrill and his coadjutors for 
„ more tariff have had their effect, and the 
work they then did (‘aking advantage of the 
dire necessities of the Government) has 


never been undone. 


In view of the alleged hesitation of the Act- 
ing President with reference to the Anti-Chi- 
nese bill, the vote of the Congressional dele 
gation from his own State is of interest.

A curious cremation cause has lately been 
tried in England. Dr. Crookhenden died in 1875, 
leaving bis body to Miss Williams, to be burned 
and put in a Wedgwood jar.

morning the new venire came into court, an 
twelve apparently houest and intelligent men 
were selected. They were as intelligent a lot of 
men as any jury he ever saw anywhere in Cook 
County. The twelve were kept together at the 
same piace, in order to be exempt from all sus- 

icion, and up to a short time before he had 
ieved them honest and incorruptible. It was 
not his province to leap at the conclusion that 
they were not such, even in the light of the re- 
cent developments. The motion made by the 
State upon the strength of these affidavits was 
that the jury be discharged and Gribler held for 
another trial. The aflidavits were nothing 
more nor less than a charge, and did not rise to 
the dignity of an indictment. The individuals 
making these affidavit swere presumably actu- 
ated by honest, pubiic-spirited motives. They 
must be taken merely as an episode in the main 
trial. They were merely ex parte. in- 
formation contained in them unfortunately 
came just as the evidence in the long wial was 
about to be completed. It was not imparted to 
the State nor to the defense until the case had 
been nearly concluded; that was a circumstance 
which calied for a careful investigation of the 
affidavits. it became his duty, he thought, 

TO LISTEN TO:(THE EVIDENCE, 
and if charges were substantiated after a 
full investigation the jury would have to be dis- 
charged, but until theirtruth had been estab- 
lished it would be manifestly unfair to brand 
Jesse Shepherd as a perjurer and a person who 
had accepted a bribe toreturna corrupt ver- 
dict. The charge was a wounding—a stab at 
justice in her own temple and at the foot of ber 
own altar,and it was more important to the 
le that it be fully investigated than the 

Gribler case or any case could ever become. 

After citing a number of cases of the kind 
from the books, Judge Barnum thought it would 
be gross injustice for bim upon no better evi- 
dence than the affidavits to discharge the jury. 
He then decided to set aside tne Gribler case, 
and to begin hearing as soon as practicable oral 
testimony iu support of the charges in the affi- 
davits. in the meantime he did not think that 
Messers. O'Brien and Schissier were logical in 
their determination not to on with the case. 
No man could be twice rdized for one 
offense, and Gribler might considered in 
jeopardy if the jury was discharged without 
good and sufficient cause. He heid it the duty of 
the Court to go on with the case, whatever they 
might do, if the charges were not substantiated 
against Shepherd. 

Subpoenas were ordered to be issued at once 
for the witnesses, and court was then adjourned 
for the noon recess.

A SHORT CONVERSATION IN 
HIM. 


Shepherd stated that he bad no lawyer, and bad 
not the means for employing one, whereupon 
the Curt appointed Judge Charles H. Morse to 
defend his interests ib the investigation set for 
a hearing in the afternoon. Shepherd is a young 
man of about 27 years ot age, of medium bight 
and build, sharp biack eyes, and a counte- 
nauce which might possibly be a 
recommendation for its owner were it not for 
the dissipafion so plainly depicted upon it.

Judge Barnum was so busily engaged in iook- 
ing up authorities that court was hot convened 
until 2;30 o'clock.

having an office at No. 239 La Salle street, agent 
for the Glen Flora Springs water. He had lived 
in Chicago for six years, and prior to that time 
was au instructor of youth at Dabuque, la. He 
_knew Shepherd about one month. Mr. Lincoln, 
in whose employ Shepherd was, occupied the 
rear of the office at No. 2 as a printing-office. 
Shepherd bad asked witness for employment as 
solicitor, and had had two or three talks on the 
subject: one, a week ago last Sanday in the office, 
when Shepherd said he would not be ready to go 
to work as be anticipated, as be was going ou a 
jury—the jury in the Gribler case. itness did 
not at first recall what that case was. and 
Shepherd thereupon told him it was the cele- 
brated jury-bribing case. He snid be was going 
on the jury iu the case, and was going to make 
some money there; couldn't make much money 
as a juror simply, but was going to get some- 
thing beside. Being asked Ho much?’ he re- 
plied, “Fifteen dollars.“ Witness thereupon 
warned bim against any such action, and told 
bim it wus a very serious affair. He then asked 
him what he should doif the matter happened 
to leak out, to which Shepherd replied that he 
would say it was ail said in a funny, 
joking spirit, and that he had meant 
nothing. He thought from his talk that 
he was a young nan ve near! 
devoid of principie, and did not think so muc 
as before about employing bim. Last Tuesday 
week he saw Shepherd again, and he then said 
he had got upon the jury. He had seen Shep- 
herd twice a day up to the time he went on the 
jury, and betwice during that time made the 
statement that he was going upon the jury. 

On the cross-examinatioa, Mr. Case, baving 
been asked what Shepherd did when surprise 
was expressed and he was warned against jury- 
fixing, replied, “Ob! it's a common thing every 
day in the week in Chicago.

C. F. FAIRBANKS, 

a printer and publisher at No. 239 La Salle street, 
knew Sbepherd since last December. For nearly 
a week before de finally got on the jury he 
was aware that be had been endeavoring to 
get on. Shepherd frequently said he 
was, but could not recoliect that he ever men- 
tioned the name of Gribfr in connection with 
the matter. Witness also knew Jim Tay tor. and 
had met bim at No. 280 and at Shober & Carque- 
ville’s office. 

George A. Brooks corroborated in great part 
the testimony of Mr. Lincoln. He had Known 
Shepherd for three months, and knew at times 
where he had lived. Was once told by Shepherd 
that he roomed with Col. Taylor. Shepherd al- 
ways spoke of making money out of bis jury 
work, and when asked how much be was to get 
said $15. Witness warned him, and so did Mr. 
Lincoln, but de said: “Never mina; 
I've friends who will help me out,” and 
he afterwards intimated that Col. Taylor was 
one of the friends who was there to help him 
out if he got into trouble. He spoke of Taylor 
as the man who was to get bim on the jury also. 

W. P. HEAPS, 
of No. 382 West Madison street, at p resent serv- 
ing as a juror in Judge Smith's court, then 
took the stand. Mr. Milis brought out 
the fact that it was this witness 
who made the discovery of Shepheru’s standing.

Grib- 
ler’s bail was permitted to stand just as it was, 
and he was not put to the trouble of furnishing 
anew bond. He would undoubtedly bave been 
acquitted, members of the discharged jury say- 
ing that they placed no reliance on Weckler's 
testimony, and would doubtiess have given 
Gribler a of half an bour, and 
that, too, without any corrupting in- 
fivence of Shepherd. Gribier denies 
in the very strongest terms that he had any 
knowledge whatsoever that any one of the jury- 
meu knew Taylor. and be considers this the sad- 
dest mishap which be has yet met with. 


A TALK WITH SHEPHERD. 

After Shepherd had been locked up in the jail 
he was visited by a TKIBUNE reporter, who 
asked him what be had to say about all that was 
being charged against him. 

I bave got this to say.“ said the prisoner, in 
an emphatic and rather excited manner: “I was 
never offerea a cent by anyboay to serve on the 
Gribler jury; I never mentioned the Gribler case 
before | was summoned, and 1 vever saw the 
man who summoned me until he came up to mo 
on the street.” 

“Did you ever say anythiog to Lincoln or 
Brooks or any of the men at the office where you 
worked about serving oo a jury?”’ 

Lincoln himself, who knew | was not making 
much money, advised me to try to get on a 
jury—said 1 could make $1.50 a day and have 
time to do my soliciting besides. i asked two or 
three men about it, and they ali said | could not 
get on a jury by trying to do so. This wesa 
long time ago, for during the last two months 1 
have not said anything at all about getting on a 
jury. Why [and the prisoner grew more excited], 
no one but a lunatic would du what lam charged 
with having done—openily boast that I was 
about to commit a penitentiary offense— 
sell myself for $15: 1 tell you that 
Lincoin and Brooks have a spite against me be- 
cause 1 refused to go into partnership with 
them, on the ground that I believed they were 
not all squure. But they are overdoing the 
thing. They are crediting me with saying and 
doing things that po eane man would tpink of 
saying or doing. It is ali a piece of spite work.“ 

* Do you know Mr. Tuylor?”’ 

“Yes; Mr. Taylor has been a good friend to 
me, and bas given me money when i have been 
in want. Has he been arrested?“ 

‘The reporter said that Mr. ‘layior was still a

Let me say this, too,” continued Shepherd,

The ability, therefore, to 
commit the crime was both apparently and 
really wanting, as held by Wharton in all 
the editions of his criminal lav. and the 
same principle is found to be expressed in the 
statutes of several States of the Union. Indeed, 
itis a self-evident proposition that, where one 
is, at the time of making the attempted assault, 
beyond the reach of the person assailed, whether 
by distance or barrier, so as that de canoot 
reach his person by the use of the means by 
which he makes the attempt, no assault can be 
considered as having been committed.” 


Gen. Swaim’s Beport—Guiteau Really 
Not Shot At—Doubtful Jurisdiction of 
the Court-Martial — Punishmenat Teo 
Great itor the Offense Actually Commit- 
ted—A HRecommendation to Set Aside 
the Conviction and Sentence. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—The report of Judge- 

Advovate-General Swaim to the Secretary of 
War in the case of Sergt. Mason has been made 
public. After reciting the fact that Mason was 
convicted upon a certain charge and specifica- 
tion, that a certain sentence was imposed by the 
court-martial, and that the findings of the court 
were approved, Gen. Swaim recites the facts 
connected with Mason’s attempt upon Guiteau’s 
life, and says, in part: 

There was evidence tending to show that Gut- 
teau wasin the habit of stand at the window 
through which the ball passed. pon this occa- 
sion, however, he was reclining on bis cot at the 
time the shot was fired, and he so informed the 
Warden of the jail and an officer of the battery. 
Guiteau being in a reclining position on his co 
the evidence shows that a substantial brick wal 
intervened between him and the line of fire; he 
was tnerefore in absolute security from any 
effort Mason might make to shoot bim at the 
time. The exclamation of Mason that he didn't 
know whether be killed Guitvau or not, shows 
that he fired purely at random or without any 
reasonable certainty of assaulting or killing 
him. Therefore, as Guiteau was beyond the 
reach of a musket-shot from the position occu- 
pied by Mason at tne timeof the firing, is he 
guilty of an assauit with intent to kill 
Guiteau as alleged and found by the 
court? In 2 Wharton on Criminal Law 
(7 Ed.) 1,244, the following rules 
ure laid down as being established in such cases: 
» Where, however, there is want apparent 
and real ability to hurt in apy way re is gen- 
erally no assault.” Again, at 1,279 it is saia: 
“ Where the ability to commit a felonious at- 
tack is both apparently and really wanting the 
offense is not r aga In a note under 2,604 
the same author eites au English case in which 
“jit was neid that ‘shooting at another person’ 
does not take place when the ‘other person’ is 
notin the place shot at.“ By this it is under- 
stood that the “other person referred to was 
not in the live of fire, and, like Guiteau, was in 
absolute security from the shot, as much s0 as 
if he was at one of the antipodes. As the ability 
to commit the assault was both apparently and 
really wanting, | am of the opinion that chere is 
a material variance between the allegations and 
the proots, andthe conviction ought not to be 
sustained. 

It is, however, proper to be remarked that the 
record shows that Sergt. Mason was ilty of an 
offense nizable by court-martial in time of 
peace, and he should have been convicted and 
punished under a proper specification. The 
sixty-second article ot war reads as tollows: 

“ All crimes not capital and all disorders and 
negiects which oflicers and soidiers may be guilty 
of to the prejudice of good orderand military 
discipiine, though not mentioned in the forego- 
ing articles of war, are to be taken cognizance 
ot by a general or regimental garrison or field 
officers’ court-martial, according to the nature 
ana degree of the offense,and punished at the 
discretion of such court.“ 

The word“ orimes iu this article is held to 
comprehend among others the crime of assault 
with intent to kill as char and specified in 
this case when comm! by rsons in the 
military service ina manner to the prejudice 


precedent that a citation of the cases would be 
su pertious. 

It will be observed that the jurisdiction con- 
ferred by this article is separate and distinct 
from that conferred by the fifty-eighth article 
for the punishment of the crimes and offenses 
therein specified. By the latter article an as-

AMUSEMENTS.

Last Concert of the Season by the 
o Club, 

The somewhat ed expression about 
“ winding up the season in a blaze of glory” ap- 
plies with remarkable fitness to the last concert 
given by the Apollo Club this year, which took 
place at Central Music-Hail last evening. Oer- 
tain it is that no larger audience has ever been 
gathered together within the same walls for any 
musical entertainment, the number present ex- 
ceeding by nearly a hundred those assembled 


at the Patti concert in the same place It 


was a brilliant audience in some respects, 
with a very fair sprinkling of the clergy, and it 
was an enthusiastic audience as well as one 
whose demonstrations of uuqualified approval 
the singers might weil feel proud of. A finer 
enfling for their season’s work or a more hearty 
appreciation of what has been done could hard- 
ly have been asked for by the Apollo manage- 
ment. And it was only another proof of the 
oft-repeated truism that it pays to offer the very 
best the market can sfford to those invited to 
sit with you. The public are not slow in 
demonstrating their approval of a liberal 
policy in catering for their amuse- 
ment. The Apollo Club closes its tenth 
season with fresh laurels won and in better con- 
dition than ever to improve on its past record 
when it opens the éleventh year of a prosperous 
career. 

Nearly all the selections allotted to the chorus 
last night were familiar numbers. Bishop's 
quintet, * Blow, Gentle Gales,” was perhaps the 
least effective, as it was also the opening piece 
on the program. The female voices are not al- 
ways as prompt in their attacks or as quick to 
leave their notes as the male voices, the latter 
moving admirably together and being perfectly 
controlled by their leader. The three choruses 
from Rubinsteia’s “Tower of Babel,” with 
piano and organ accompaniment, were given 
with animation and power. The first and 
third of these movements gave especial satis- 
faction—the sopranos in the “chorus of Sem- 
ites” keeping up the peculiar rhytbmic imita- 
tion of the moving waters: 

Slowly on, with never-ceasing current, 
Still we hear the Jordap flowing— 
and then all parts uniting in the “Chorus of 
Japthides giving excellent coloring to the de- 
scriptive passages, and blending well together in 
the lines requiring power and united exertion. 
The most effective selection was the cantata 
“King Olat's Christmas,” by Dudley Buck, 
which was first given at the last cor®ert of the 
club. The piece improves on a second hearing, 
and is one which wil wear well. It 
was sung with great spirit, and its 
Strong dramatic effects dad full justice 
done them. Mr. Clark's rich, deep bass voice 
was heard to advantage as Olaf, the King, al- 
though not absolutely true in the first solo: 
Gray-bearded, wrinkied, and bald, sing! 

Dr. Barnes took the tenor part of Halfred, the 
Scald, and, apart from a peculiar timbre of 
voice decidedly unpleasant and sounding 
strained in the upper register, was acceptable in 
the music allotted to the part. Tue last verse: 

On the shining wall a vast 

shadowy cross was cast 
From the hilt of the lifted sword; 
And in foaming — of ale 
Berserks drank Was-hael! 
Lord!” 

was sung fauitiesly. The ladies alone gave a 
fine rendering of Moderati's waltz “ The 
Spring.” 

The soloists of the evening were Mme. Etelka 
Gerster and Edouard Remenyi. The reception 
accorded to the prima donna was a warm one 
and evidently iuspired her to do ber very best. 
We have so often said all there is to say of Mme. 
Gerster’s voice that there is nothing to be added 
now. In florid passages it is clear and true, and 
all her selections but one last night called for 
remarkable display of vocal agility. Her 
first number was ‘the “Casta Diva” 
from “Norma,” end in response to t 
heurty demand for an encore she gave the 
polacea from 1 Puritani.” Her second num- 
ber was the “Messager d' Amour waltz from 
Gounod’s Mireille.“ For ber first encore she 
sang the “ Fior di Margberita,"’ composed for 
her by Arditi, and iu response to the demand for 
another plece gave the charming little German 
song, “ln der Marznacht,” also composed for 
Mme. Gerster by Taubert. The third number 
was the Ave Maria.” Mr. Remenyi played the 
same selections given here at his first concert 
last week, and was as successful in winning 
popular approval as when he was heard before. 
His Handei-Kemenyi number was, however, 
spoiled by the organ accompaniment, which 
was entirely too loud in the first place, 


to a lack of wind in the organ. Mr. Remenyi's 
encore was a littie Hungarian air of his own. As 
a whole, the concert was a great success, thor- 
oughly enjoyed by all present. Prof. Tomlins 
bas reason to be proud of the efficiency displayed 
by those he has trained and leads. * 


The Orpheon Concert. 

A fair audience attended Mr. Hopkins’ concert 
in the M. E. Church / »ock last night. Mr. Emil 
Liebling took Mr. t ,eboeck’s place as solo- 
pianist, and, rendering three of his own com- 
positions, was heartily encored. The rest 
of the miscellaneous program calls for no 
especiai mention. Before the entertainment 
opened Mr. Hopkins made atew apologetic re- 
marks, explaining that some things had gone 
wrong. Some of the readers had failed to put 
in an appearance, and he desired the audience 
to remember that the work was gotten up in the 
limited space of three or four weeks, and would 
be done nearly all by new singers.

Of the composer's cantata of 
“Samuel” it is impossible to form a just opinion 
aftera single hearing under many disadvan- 
tages. The chorus work was decidedly uneven, 
and manifested lack of sufficient rehearsal. 
The dialog part is an innovation which is not an 
improvement, and was very badly dove. Of the 


singers, Miss Dutton and Miss Phew nix carried 


off the honors, the former winning cspecial fa- 
vor by her rendering of the recitative and aria 
“ Behold My Love.” Mr. Hopkins presided at 
the organ. There is much that is meritorious in 
“Samuel,” much that is entirely desti- 
tute of merit, and much that bears 
similarity to the works of 
much older composers. After a second hearing 
it will be much easier to & press a more decided 


opinion as to the musical merits of Samuel,“ 


which “is particularily designed for churches 
and choral societies, and is believed to be the 
only substitute for fairs, as it has no gambling 
element, and can be gotten up in one week.“

Strong Anti-Tariff Speech in the House 
of Commons Vesterday. 
Spectai Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

OTTAWA, March 3.—In the House of Com- 
mons today, on the motion to go into supply, 
Laut er moved a resolution to the offect that, 
in the opinion of the House, the interest of the 
country would be promoted by a repeal of the 
taxes on coke, coal, and breadstuls, He said 
these taxes imposed a very onerous burden on 
a large portion of the people of this country. 
Taxes should be placed on such necessaries 
as these last of all. The Government at 
the last cleowons did not tell the people 
that these articles were to be taxed 
to bring in a revenue. The policy pro- 
posed at that time was that duties should 
be placed on them to sbut the door to foreign 
competition. This proposition, he thought, was

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A DESPERADO’S DEATH. 


He Had a Rival to the Hand of the 
Lady He Loved, Declared War 
Against Him, and Was Killed—His- 
tory of His Bemarkable Career Dur- 
ing the War.

MILFORD, Va., March 2%.—Intelligence has 

been received here of a desperate fight fora 
woman's band, ending in the murder of Gillery 
Bondick, a famous desperado, near Lemont, in 
Accomac County, last night. Bondick and Ben 
Young were enamored of a young woman in 
that county, and this fact led to bad feeling bo- 
tween them, which was intensified on Bondick’s 
part by the fact that Young had gotten ahead of 
aim and captured the affections of the female. 
Bondick was known all over the county 
as a man of desperate courage, aud 
terrorized the whole county. His threats 
were generally executed, ‘and so wien 
be warned his rival that if he ever caught 
him at the house of the woman again he would 
kill bim he supposed that the threat would drive 
Young away. He was mistaken. Young con- 
tinued his visits, only varying the usual style of 
courtship by shouldering a rifle whenever be 
went to see his sweetheart. He wouid keep it 
cocked when near her house, and be on the 
alert always for his enemy, and as soon as 
the door was opened he w enter, but he 
always kept the gun wae easy reach. 
Last night Bondick was pd not far 
from the latter's se. Hie Bad a terribie 
wound in bis abdomen and his life was evideatily 
spent. Between his gasps for breath he man- 
aged to say: * Believe Ben Young has murdered 
me.“ The exertion m saying this much caused 
the gushing of a hemorrhage from his mouth, 
and he died, strangied by his ewn bieed. The 
spot bore evidence of a hostile meeting. Ine 
few feet of Bondick's body pieces of a gun-Dbar- 
rel were found, and pools of biood were discov- 
covered, which it was evident had not flowed from 
the dead man’s wounds. Young was soon after 
arrested, and it was discovered that his nose 
was broken and that he bad a severe concussion 
in the forehead. The discoveries go to show 
that last nigut Young was about to enter the 
house of the woman with wnom be was in love, 
and was suddenly confronted by Bondick, who 
was armed to the teeth. Young, however, got 
the drop on him, and, realizing that there would 
be a life and death struggie, did not hesitate to 
pariey, but sent the whole charge into the body 
of his rival. As be fired the gun-barrei burst in 
his hands, wounding him painfully but 
not seriously. Ben Bondick was a 
man with a history. He was koown as the 
Knight of the Road, which title his father be- 
fore him had borne. He was a fumous desper- 
ado in all that section of the country, and dur- 
ing the War ne gained great noteriety by openly 
detying the Federal soldiers, His father was 
his sole companion, and the two men lived on 
horseback, the daring and reckiess life having a 
peculiar fascination to them. The elder Bond- 
ick earried his carbive at his saddle and made 
war on every Federal soldier be could find. 
Many attempts to surround and arrest 
him failed. He was — discovered 
and surrounded by a company of Federal cav- 
alry.. They called on him to surrender, but he 
refused, his only reply to the demand ers Ae 
shot from his carbine. He was soon ri 

with buliets, but so desperate was his fight that 

he killea one of bis assailants and wounded sev- 

eral others. His dead body was suspended to an 
apple-tree by the road, with the following words 
written on a piece of paper tacked to it: Who- 
evercuts down this man shall re his fate.“ 
remeined there for some time.

THE YEAR’S DEATHS. 
REPORT OF THE REGISTRAR OF VITAL STA- 
TISTICS. 

Dr. M. K. Gleason, the Registrar of Vital Sta- 
tistics, yesterday completed tbe mortuary report 
for 1881, and it was presented to Dr. De Wolf, the 
Commissioner of Health. It shows as follows: 

There were during the year 13,890 deaths, a 
weekly average of 266, against an average of 200 
for the preceding year. Of this number 7,608 
were born in Chicago and 1,723 elsewhere in the 
United States. There were 1,602 natives of Ger- 
many, 945 of Ireland, 24 of Canada, and 210 of 
Engiand; 1,231 were natives of other foreign 


countries, or were born on the Atlantic’ Ocean, 
and of sixty-six the nativity was unknown. 
There were 7,405 deaths of children under 5 
years of age, makiug 53.56 r cept of the 

tal mortality. On the basis of a pupulation of 

,000 the death rate was 2.61 per 1,000 inbab- 
itaute, or at the rate of one death to every thir- 
ty-nine persons. The deatb- rate of the year 
1580, in a population of 503,000, was 20.79, or at the’ 
rate of one death to each forty-eight persons. 
There were 6,601 deaths from zymotic diseases, 
against 3.903 the preceding year. The death- 
rate of this class of diseases was 41.15 per 1,000 
inhabitants against 37.30 in 1880. 

For the purposes of comparison as showing

the mortality of the Fourteenth and Third 
ards muy be contrasted, as was done in last 

ear’s report.

They had not paced it, and he 
was inclined to believe that they knew very lit- 
tle about it. Getting back to Africa again, he 
asserted that Moses was a black man, that Luke 
was born iu Africa and was “black by 
birth, if not by blood,“ and that Scipio, Han- 
nibal, Jugurtha, and others were of the black 
race. As an instance of the astrouemical 
knowledge of the ancient colored men he cited 
the Arabs, who likewise were “not of the 
Anglo-Saxon race.“ In conclusion, he made a 
powerful appeal for po ye to a paper he 
edits, and wound up with tasteless remark 
that it was better to be a subject of Queen Vic- 
toria than a citizen of tne United States.

pena, of which the libelant, Bewick, is owner, 
and the libellant, McGregor, was Master, bav- 
ing in tow the barge Wenona, of which the sec- 
ond libelant, Tucker, was Master, was on a 
Passage trom Buffalo to Milwaukee, and at 
about 7 o'clock in the evening of that day, at a 
point in Lake Michigan southwest of South 
Manitou Island and about ten or eleven 
miles of pont aux Becs Scies, the 
schooner Hyderabad was discovered in 
a disabled condition with no one on 
board of her. She had been in collision with the 
schooner Ford River early on the morning of 
Sunday. June 6, the latter vessel being bound 
for Chicago with a miscelianeous cargo, and the 
Hyderabad for Kingston with 19,800 busnels of 
wheat. The Hyderabad sustained serious in- 
jury, her bowsprit, Jibboom, foretopsall, main- 
gallant, mizzen-gaff, boat, davits, mainsail, and 
mizzen were all carried away, and a large hole 
was knocked in her port quarters just forward 
of the mizzen rigging, where the Ford River 
struck her. Iuto this hoie the seas continually 
broke, filling the cabin and wetting the cargo. 
The master and crew of the unfortunate vessel 
believing her to be in great danger, abandoned 
her and went on board the Ford River, which 
set sann for Manitowoc, at which point Capt. 
Gormley hoped to be abie to obtain the assist- 
ance ot a tug. The tug needed arrived from Mii- 
waukee, an on the morning of the Sth started on 
a northera course in pursuit of the vessel. They 
met the Alpena iu the evening proceeding in a 
course for this port with che Hyderabad in tow 
and a force of men on board the latter vessel 
endeavoring to keep her clear of water. The 
master of the Alpena refused, upon Capt. 
Gormley, of the Hyderabad, faking a formal 
démand for repossession of bis vessel, to give 
her up, asserting his claim as a saivor, ‘notwith- 
stan ng the latter's assurance that de would 
compensate him for services performed. There 
was u question about the peril the vessel was in 
at tho time on account of the water in her hold, 
and as to the extent. of the injury to ber cargo. 
The testimony showed that after the dry portion 
of her cargo was removed about 10,090 bushels of 
wet grainremained inher hold. The dry part was 
so for 80. 016.7. and the damaged portion for 
8 and the vessel in her damaged e~r “ition was 
appraised at $5,050,806 that the en. lune of 
vessel and cargo after collision was $12,566.87. 
It was ciaimed that the Hyderabad was in the 
tull sense uf the law derelict. That the Hydern- 
bad wus in great peril after the coilision was up- 
parent. She was out of sight of land and at tue 
mercy of the elements. Sne had been deserted 
nearly thirty bours when tue Alpena found her. 
und the latter would have beén guilty of a grave 
dereliction of duty if they had not taken mess- 
ures for her relief. The defendants offered the 
Alpena $1,500 for services at first, but after- 
wards, when the case was bruugut into court, 
asked that not over $5 be allowed the libel- 
ants. lu view of the foregoing facts Judge 
Dyer allowed the salvors 81.780. This decision 
is of the utmost importance to marine men, as 
it practically destroys the theory that suivage 
has no existence on tne inland lakes, and will no 
— bt in the future be a criterion for all similar 
suits.

Garfleld—Rosecrans controversy and put words 
falsely into his mouta-which would be an in- 


famous thing to-do. 

I remember my call upon Gen. Grant and our 
conversation very clearly, It was and still is the 
onty call I ever made upon him, and one of only 
three times that I have ever spoken to him. 
The call was made at Gen. Garueld's request, 
and I was intrusted with a letter from Garfleid to 
deliver. I remember Garfield's conversation 
when he gave me the letter at Mentor, 
and I remember our conversation about 
the call upon Gen. Giant after my re- 
turn to Mentor. But the call, as has 
been said, was to me enough Of an event to be 
remembered, and some parts of the conversa- 
tion were too striking to be ever forgotten. 
When about ready to send my card to Gen. 
Grant's room in the Fifth Avenue Hotel I met 
Gen. Anson G. McCook and asked him to go 
with me, which he did. He remained In the 
rvom but a few moments after introducing me. 
[handed Grant Gartield’s letter, which he at 
once 2 and read and then said, Well, how 
is Garticid?”’ 

I answered that he was quite weil. He then 
asked me how Garfield had stood the campaign. 

When I answered bim, ho said the Democrats 
had directed their efforts so desperately to break 
down Garticid’s personal character that he was 
afraid it might have annoyed him: that Garfield 
was a sensitive man, and he 2 would be 
easily annoyed by such a campaig 

I said in answer.to this that Garfield had de- 
termined early tn the campaign not to allow 
himself to be annoyed by campaign sianders, 
and that the only matters that seemed to bave 
distressed bim at all was the conduct of Hewitt 
and Rosecrans, wuom be regarded as personal 
friends and gentiémen of character and honor; 
that their conduct bad been a great surprise to 
Gartield, and that he felt very deeply about — 

To this Gen. Grant rejoined substantially in 
the language I gave to the Hrening Journal; Tha 
Garfield could never speak to or —— 
either of these men again without a total sacri- 
fice of his own seit- respect. He said of the 
two Rosecrans was a great deal tho worst; that 
his conduct was infamous, for Gartield had been 
his best friewd, had stood up for him, defended 
him, e oy poe and apologized for his blunders, 
etc., us I before stated. e distinctly said that 
he hoped Garfield had found Rosecrans’ true 
character ut last, and would let him (Kosecraus) 
tuke eare of himself hereafter. He then said 
that Rosecrans 


NEVER WAS FIT TO HAVE 
ANY ARMY; 


that he would lead any army to ruin if it were 
not protected by the intelligence of subordinate 
officers and men; that he couldn't obey orders; 
that be was what he (Grant) called a constitu- 
tuonal insubordinate.”” He added that he did 
not mean to say that Rusecrans meant to be dis- 
obedient, but that be was one of thuse pig- 
beaded, obstinate men who would get an idea 
into tis head and for the time being would be 
incapable of seeing anything opposed to his own 
theory, and again repeated that ne was a con- 
stitutional insubordinate.“ He then said that 
the Morey letter had lost the Republicans Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, and New Jersey, and had cust 
the party not less than 20,000 and perhaps 40,000 
votes in New York. He pronounced the pub- 
lication of that letter the most infamous thing 
that had ever been done iu American politics. 
He said be did not know just what Gen. Gar- 
fieid’s sentiments were upon the Chinese ques- 
tion, but that be never believed that he baa 
written that letter. He understood that Garficid 
bad voted against the Auti-Chinese bill which 
passed Congress while be was out of the couu- 
try: if be did he voted right; if he (Grant) had 
been in Congress he would bave voted againat it 
too; and if he bad been Presideut he would bad 
vetoed it, just as Mr. Hayes did. 

To this I replied that I knew Garfield's senti- 
meuts very well on the Chinese quesdon, and 
that the Morey letter was entirely inconsistent 
with them; that while I assisted Gen. Garfield 
with his correspondence I bad occasion to an- 
swer many letters affecting the Chinese ques- 
tion. 1 told dim that 1 particuiarly remem- 
bered that of all that class of letters 
that came to Gen. Garfield after his nomina- 
tion making sugrestions a3 to what 
subjects ought to be treated, and how they 
ought to be treated in bis letter of acceptance, 
more of them were on the Chinese question 
than on any other subject. 

Do you say that peopie wrote Garfield mak- 
ing sugwestions about his letter of acceptance?’ 
said Gen. Grant in a surprised sort of manner. 
I said, * Why, yes, dozens of them, more than a 
hundred, 1 should think.” That's mighty 
curious, he said; “ I was nominated for Presi- 
‘dent twice, and nobody ever made a Suggestion 
to me about my letter of acceptance; and,“ he 
continued, in a retlective way, “i don't remem- 
ber anything about my first letter of accept- 
ance. i don't remember when I wrote it or 
what was init. The’ second ove I remember by 
this: | wasup at the Capitol when the commit- 
tee handed me the formal notification of my 
nomination, aad [I went into or was in [IL am not 
certain which was the cxact 1 one of 
the committee-rooms and gota piece of paper 
and wrote my acceptance and gave it to them. 

This ended the conversation and I took my 
leave. Ine latter part ot the talk particularly 
interested me very much, as | marked the con- 
trust between the two meu—Grant and Gartield. 
Dozens of people wrote treely to Garficid mak- 
ing suegestions and offering advice about his 
letter of acceptance, .wbile not one took the 
same liverty with or felt the same inter- 
est in Grant. I knew how much thought 
Garfield had bestowedon bis letter of accept- 
aace, and how much the country expected of it, 
while Grant simply went into a committee room, 
“gota piece of paper. and wote his letter ac- 
cepting a second Presidental nomination with 
apparently as little concero as he would have 
answered an invitation to dinner. Of course 
this, as wellas the remarks about the Chinese 
bill, and about Hewitt, and Rosecrans, grew nat- 
uraily out of what was the then uviversal sub- 
ject of conversation—-the Morey letter. There 
was notbing strange in the fact that we should 
talk ou that subject, and nothing remarkable or 
unnatural in the turn the conversation took. 
Indeed, it would bave been more remarkable if 
that subject bad not been spoken of under the 
circumstances, than that it was, ana it is not at 
all likely that fOr anybody would think of fabri- 
cating such a story as this months afterward 
without any foundation, and it ia not at all pos- 
sible that I would do eo. 1 have not done 80. 
The conversation took place just as I stated, 
and is given with substaniial accuracy and with 
absolutely no misrepresentation. As to the pro- 
priety of my originally telling it for publien uon. 
there may be dilferences of opinion. As to the 
propriety of “ sticking to it,” after I have told 
it, even ugainst Gen. Grant's contradiction, 
there will uo difference of opinion among 
men who value their own word and reputation.
